Dependent claims 2-5, 7-9, and 1 ! should be patentable ai least for the same reasons as their 
respective base claims and intervening claims, if any. 

New Claims 

Applicant respectfully submits that new independent claim 21 is patentable because the 
references do not disclose or suggest (paraphrasing) the steps of (1) causing the client device to 
present lo the viewer virtual reality information with a plurality of views showing an object, (2) 
receiving ai a server device selections of the object made by the viewer, and (3) downloading to the 
client device descriptive information describing the selected object.
